Farnes - There are several ways to deal with this situation. 


Despite what you frequently hear, feeding a center fed dipole on all bands 
with coax is not entirely hopeless. The reason that balanced line is touted 
as having has lower losses than coax is that it is higher impedance, not 

because of its balanced construction. The loss of a transmission line goes 


inversely as its impedance. The higher the impedance of the transmission 
line, the lower the loss. So one answer is to get low loss coax. New, large 
diameter 50 Ohm coax is expensive. However, one can often obtain odd lengths 
of 75 Ohm coaxial cable from local cable companies for little or nothing. 
It, and other large diameter coax (also known as hardline) also appears 
fairly frequently at hamfests. This cable has losses as nearly as low as 
balanced line when clean and dry, and much better than the balanced feeder 
when wet and/or dirty. 


Consider 100 ft of cable : 


Cable Matched loss at 10 MHz loss with 20:1SWR 
7/8in OD 75 Ohm Coax Q.1 dB app 1.3 dB 
450 Ohm Window Line Q@.08 dB app 1.2 dB 


The matched losses come from Table 1, Chapter 24 ARRL Antenna Book, 20th 
Edition. The losses with 20:1 SWR are from Figure 14 in Chapter 24 of the 
same book. The figure does not have entries for matched line loss less than 
@.2 dB, so I calculated the loss with 300 ft of line and then used the slope 
of the line to calculate the loss for 100 feet. This is an approximation, 
but will not significantly impact the difference in losses. Even with very 
high SWR, the losses in the large diameter coax will not be significantly 
larger than in the balanced line. You will need a tuner with the large coax 
as well as the balanced line. Tuner losses cannot be ignored and may be 
excessive at very low antenna impedances such as an 80 M antenna used on 160 
M. AS an aside these losses at low impedances are exacerbated by the use of 
a 4:1 balun in these cases as it makes the impedance one is trying to match 
even lower. 


For half inch 50 Ohm coax such as foam dielectric RG-8; 
Cable Matched loss at 10 MHz loss with 20:1SWR 
Foam RG-8 0.4 dB 2.5 dB 


Which is starting to get excessive. The loses are worse for all three lines 
at 10 M and for smaller diameter coax such as RG-58. 


Cable Matched loss at 10 MHz loss with 20:1SWR 
foam RG-58 1.1 dB 4.5 dB 
which is certainly excessive. 


You can also mix and match lines in the same run as long as you are uSing a 
tuner. Use ladder line to the ground, then transition to coax, then back to 


coax. A good choke or current type 1:1 balun at the transitions should be 
used and have reasonably low loss. You will get a reflection at each 
transition, leading to a large SWR, but you will have a pretty high SWR 
anyway, and it will be dealt with by the tuner. 


A remote tuner would help. If mounted at ground level it can be easily 
serviced. Run balanced line from the antenna tot he tuner, then coax to the 
transmitter. 


Paralled coax used as a balanced transmission line will have the same loss 
as a single coax line, so there is nothing to be gained there except the 
omission of one balun in the system. The current flowing in each cable will 
be halved, but the resistance will be the same in each cable, so the current 
in each line, which is half of the current in a single line will be 
multiplied by the same resistance resulting in the same loss. No free lunch 
and all that. 


Traps are useful, but introduce their own loss. A trap has minimum loss away 
from its resonance frequency, so you may wish to look at the multiple band 
Single trap dipoles that W8NX has designed and published in the Handbook, 
Antenna Book and Antenna Compendium. The traps are made with coax and are 
easily tuned if built according to instructions. 


Parallel dipoles are useful, but are really only effective at even 
harmonics. At other frequencies, current flows in both dipoles and the 
radiation patterns can become grotesque. 


We hams tend to want everything in a single entity, be it rig or antenna. 
Often much better performance can often be had with separate antennas for 
each band operated or a few multiband antennas. If one spends most of his 
time on one or two bands, it is effective to put ones effort into effective 
low loss separate antennas for these bands and to use a compromise antenna 
for the other bands. With band information available at the output of most 
modern rigs, antenna switching when switching bands can be largely 
transparent, particularly with an automatic antenna tuner.

It is usually a tradeoff between insertion loss vs. bandwidth and thus the 
effect on noise figure. The narrower the filter, the more the insertion loss 
and the higher the noise figure and the more gain is required elsewhere to 
make up for the insertion loss. 


Other considerations when choosing a front-end filter are passband ripple, 
ultimate attenuation in the stop band and shape factor. Thus, the design 

basis for the filter - Butterworth, for example. - plays an important role 
in addition to just the bandwidth. 


Either of W7ZOI Wes Hayward's books discusses this topic in considerable 
detail.

That is a trade-off problem which strongly depends on front end device 
(RF or top mixer) as well as receiver configuration and unwanted signal 
situation. 


For example, a direct conversion receiver on 40m using single-end output 
Gilbert mixer, narrow band filter is necessary to avoid demodulation 

of strong AM broadcasting station due to 2nd order characteristics of mixer 
itself. 

However, a superhet receiver using same device, AM demodulation is not a 
problem. 


Similar considerations should be made for intermodulation and cross-modulation 
case to determine the bandwidth of the top BPF. 

In Japan, we are planning a 40m CW QRP TRX kit using SA612 as superhet mixer. 
In this case, we discuss top BPF with some tens kHz bandwidth to avoid those 
performance deteriorations.

A front end filter I like, but have not yet used is the one shown in 
various handbooks and in Solid State Design for the Radio Amateur. It 


is a double tuned font end designed by Doug DeMaw. The original was 
designed for a 160 meter receiver used as a tuneable back end. The 
design is easily scalable using any design software. 


U have scaled the design for 40 and 20. The filter gives a very sharp 
peak about 2 ot 3 hZ wide at the 3 dB points with very steep sides. 


Because of the very narrow response the filter must be tuned. This is 
easily done manually if you have a small 3 section variable capacitor. 
I suppose three sections of varicap could be used also. 


I believe success in any receiver is only in amplifying the signals you 
want. Therefore the emphasis on narrow response curves. At most 
frequencies gain is cheap and easy to come by. How much extra cost and 
real estate do a couple of 2N2222A's yale up.

These are lead with acid batteries and one with 6 cells will 
read about 14.2 volts when fully charged and 12.0 volts when in use. If 


they are really 7 AH and you want to charge it over-night and not worry 
about over charging, use 1/10 to 1/20 the battery rating. Now 1/10 of 7A 
is 0.7 amps. And 1/20 is of course 0.35 amps. So the standard .5 amp 
wall wort will charge these batteries over night and if you forget to 
turn it off for a day, it will not hurt the battery. 


For experiance I have a gell cell rated at 4.5 amps and they 
sent me the same 0.5 amp charger. I need to be more careful.

Remember that a SLA battery rating is at a 20 hour discharge rate to 
about 10V. I find that a good way to test a battery is to discharge it 
and measure time, current, and voltage. 


If you look at a typical SLA discharge curve, a C/2 current will 
discharge to about 11V in one hour. 


For example, look at a Panasonic specification at 

http://www. panasonic.com/industrial/battery/oem/images/pd£/Panasonic_VRLA_LC- 
R123R4P. pdf 

which is a 12V 3.4Ah battery. C/2 is 1.7A. Look at the "Discharge 
characteristics 77F" chart, note that the 1.7A curve intersects the 

10.8V and one hour lines. 


You can pick other current, volts and time lines as needed.

We've been using Helium weather balloons for a while, mostly in the 
desert. 


The setup has evolved from a basic configuration to the current one, 
which uses one or two balloons, a triangular tethering system, and a way 
to support a feedline at right angles to a center-fed vertical dipole. 
The guys are high-breaking-strain nylon cord I believe. 


Would certainly suggest this only in zero to light wind conditions. Also 
echo others' warnings about bleeder resistor, anchoring, etc. There are 
no power lines in the desert to worry about :) 


We are able to get an elevation of 120' or so quite easily, lifting an 
88' vertical dipole with 450 ohm balanced feeder. 


Sorry I don't have details on the size of the balloons, etc, I am just a 
happy user and humble guy-rope holder. I can get more details if anyone 
is interested.

Hi John, 


Here's the summary of my experience with end-fed wires. 

This stuff was all done on 7MHz and higher bands, so keep 
that in mind. Also bear in mind I consider myself no expert, 
these are just my observations. 


As far as length goes, there are three classes of wires: 
1) quarter wave (and multiples) 

2) half wave (and multiples) 

3) anything else (random length) 


These three classes have different requirements and features, 
but they can all work. 


A quarter wave wire is a monopole and needs another "half" (a 
to "reflect" the radiating wire so that the system looks like 


dipole antenna. This can be provided by a good earth ground 


at the feedpoint, or a radial system. For a quarter wave the 
impedance is near 50 ohms so you generally don't need a tuner.

For a year or so I used a system consisting of a set of quarter wave 
wires for 40, 20 and 10m. I carried a microphone stand to support one 
end of the wire, the other attached to a coax fitting on the roof 

of my old VW bus. Although no part of the wire was more than 6 feet 
off the ground, and the VW bus provided an imperfect ground plane, 


the system still worked OK for a weekly NVIS sked that I had. 


I made 


lots of other Q's with it too. The system seemed to be sensitive to 
what the bus was parked near and what the antenna was near, and sometimes 


I just couldn't get the thing to tune without moving to another location. 


A half wave wire is a complete dipole, regardless of where you feed it, 
so the remaining problem is the RF return for the small current you need 
to supply it, and the impedance matching. A half wave wire has a fairly 
well defined impedance of around 5000 ohms at resonance at an end. On 
harmonics this impedance decreases. The RF return is normally supplied 

by the capacitance of the rig and accessories. There is RF on the case 
of the rig, but this is normally a low voltage compared to the voltage 

on the end of the wire, which is about 250V for 5W. The easiest way to 
feed it is with an L network. 11uH and 44pF gets you there on 40, divide 
by appropriate factor for higher bands. I have been using a system for 
several years now that consists of a 66' wire on an old fly-fishing reel. 
The system performs very consistently regardless of the environment, the 
only trick being tuning the wire to resonance. You can tell when it's 
resonant because touching the rig has no affect on the SWR and the system 
tunes to low SWR with the usual capacitance. Close to the ground the 
length is usually closer to 60' than 66'. But once it's resonant, it 

just needs a small touch up on the matching capacitance. At 10W the RF 

on the rig is imperceptible. The one wire tunes fine on 40, 20, 15 and 
10 and works out surprisingly well for the low height, usually 4 to 6 
feet off the ground. The charming thing about this system is the consistent 
performance. It always works. I just whip out the antenna wire, touch 

up the tuning and yak away. 


Some people claim you need a counterpoise with an end-fed half-wave, but I 
have found that to be counter-productive. You end up with a lossy random 
wire fed somewhere off-center. The system doesn't tune right and generally 
acts like: 


A random wire. Here all bets are off. You will most likely need a tuner, and 

it has to have a wide matching range. You generally need a counterpoise or 
ground plane, but even then you can end up with a difficult-to-match impedance 
and/or RF on the rig. "Random" implies nothing is known before you set up 

the system. All this said, the things still work, although I have had the 
experience of being able to make no contacts with a random wire, changing 

the wire length or location, and then getting out. These systems just "feel" 
sorta flaky. My usual tuner for these is a modified L network as used in some 
of the Ten-Tec auto tuners. It's like a regular L-net except you have a small 
(10 - 20pF) capacitor that you can connect across the low-Z port of the network. 


Here I have only related my experiences with matching and portable 
use, but I hope this is useful for your installation.

When I make the gamma match, is the position of the capacitor critical?

A common problem with DSL installations is running the unfiltered DSL to 
all phone jacks in the house and putting a filter at each phone. To 
minimize RF interference, run a dedicated twisted pair from the telephone 
companys demarcation point to the DSL box. Install a single filter at the 
demarcation point and attach the rest of your phone system to the filtered 
Side.

The reason is noise. The preamp is going to add some amount of noise, 
and the narrow filter somewhat attenuates whatever passes through it. 
To get a feel for it, let's use some round numbers: assume the preamp 
has 10 dB gain, the narrow filter has 3 dB attenuation, and the wide 
filter has no attenuation. Then the setup with the wide filter first 
has 

an output of (signal + preamp_noise) * 10 * 0.5 =3D signalx5 + = 
noisex5, 

while the setup with the narrow filter first has an output of 
(signalx0.5 + preamp_noise) * 10 =3D signalx5 + noisex10. 


Thus there's a tradeoff between early filtering (which protects 
following 

stages from signals that can cause intermodulation distortion) and 
noise figure. By using robust mixers and amplifiers you can make the 
tradeoff easier to manage, but at the cost of higher receive current.

>On the same subject: When there's a preamp in the design, they usually 
>put a broad filter in front of it and a narrow filter after it. I would 
>have thought it would be better to get rid of most of the unwanted 
>signals before a gain stage? What am I missing? 


The narrower the filter, the higher the loss. A filter that has higher Q 
components (inductors) can be made into a narrower filter for the same loss. 


In general, most of the T-50 sized toroid cores have Qs in the 200 to 300 

range, so a 14 MHz bandpass filter is often 400 KHz or so to keep the loss 
under 1 db. On the other hand, a crystal has a Q of 300,000 or so, which 

allows us to have 500 Hz bandpass filters with only a few db of loss. 


Because the preamp is being used to establish a low noise figure for the 
receiver, it needs to have a low loss in front of it, since filter loss 
will degrade the resulting noise figure db for db. After the signal has 
been amplified and the noise figure established, a more narrow filter (with 
higher loss) can be used without hurting the sensitivity as much. 


In general the first filter width is a trade between signal rejection performance 
(bandwidth) and loss (effect on receiver sensitivity).
